Boston— C/P)—The salvage air line of 


the submarine S-4 was found in work- 
ing order Wednesday when members of 
the naval board of investigation test- 
ed it at the Boston navy yard where 
the wrecked ship rests in dry dock. 


The line which runs to the various 


compartments of the submersible was 
not broken, the board found and func- 
tioned properly. 
Naval officers said 


that had an air line been connected 
to" this salvage line, air could have 
been pumped to the men within the 
su' marine to maintain life until car- 
bon monoxide collected 
in sufficient 


quantities to cause death. 


The line, it was found contained 


some water and the members of the 
board believed that it was opened af- 
ter the S-4 was rammed by the Coast

ward destroyed the usefulness of the 
switchboard.

so that it might continue Fts rise to 
the surface.

motor and engine rooms where it was

That the 84 there had continued to 
live for a considerable length of time 
although not as long as the six others 
in the forward torpedo compartment 
was apparent.

NOT SO DRESSY NOW 


Headsman Permitted to Wear 


Dark Robes Instead of Full 
Dress Suit 


Berlin—OP)—Although strong feeling 


against capital punishment exists in 
German intellectual circles, the newly 
projected penal code contains no aboli- 
tion clause, and aims merely at estab- 
lishing a uniform process of execution. 


The law now in force decrees that 


the death penalty in the Reich must 
be inflicted by means of beheading, but 
in parts of Germany different methods 
of decapitation, based on ancient local 
usage, are still employed. In the Rhine 
province, Hanover, Hamburg, Bavania 
and, Saxony, a more or less mod- 
ern form of the guillotine is in use, 
but in Mecklenburg, Anhalt, Reuss 
and Lippe the executioner still per- 
forms his grim office with the "sword 
of justice." In Prussia proper, the 
sword Was 'replaced about 100 years 
ago by the ax. 


A few weeks ago, when Karl Boett- 
cher was executed by the ax in Berlin 
for a double murder, a new ordinance 
first came into force which permitted 
the executioner to perform hia office 
in a dark suit, instead of in the hither- 
to obligatory black swallow tail coat, 
white choker, top hat and white gloves, i 


Another old custom which may soon 


be done away with is the granting of a 
prisoner's last wish. There is nothing 
in' the German penal code to establisr 
a prisoner's right to this, but in prac- 
tice it is generally granted unless it i , 
senseless or extravagant.'

-In a recent" issue of the 
Milwaukee 


Journal appeared a compilation showing 
the effect of what is said to have been a 
joker in the new income tax law in Wis- 
consin, a thing that will show its 
effect 


to the people of the state in June next 
when income taxes are payable. 
The 


result of a seemingly innocent change in 
the law makes an increase of from 12y2 to 
150% in taxes, hitting married persons 
harder than unmarried and those with 
large families hardest. 


The application of the amendment to 


specific instances will show its effect. Un- 
der the old law a single person had fcn 
exemption of $800 deducted from his net 
income before subjecting him to a tax. 
Under'the new law he has no exemption 
but the sum of $8.00 is deducted from the 
tax itself. The effect of this change on a 
single person with a taxable income of 
$1500 is an increase of 18% and the in- 


• crease is about the same on all 
taxable 


. incomes ranging from $1200 per annum 


to $5000 per annum. 


As indicated the amendment struck 


harder at the married man without chil- 
dren who was under the old law entitled 


• to a deduction of $1600 from his net in- 
• come and who is entitled under the new 


.law to a deduction of $17.50 from his tax. 
. Such a person with a taxable income of 
'' $2000 per annum will find his tax is in- 
- creased 25% ; with a taxable income of 


$2500 per annum his tax is increased 
39% ; with a taxable-income, of $3000 per 
annum his tax is increased 33% and with 
' a taxable income of-$5000 his tax is in- 
creased 29%. 
. But the amendment took its real ven- 


. geance upon the married man with chil- 
; dren, hitting him harder for every child, 


and with this result: a married man with 
one child and a taxable income of $2500 
per annum will find his fncome tax in- 


!' creased 58% but the same man with two 


'. children will find it increased 117%; the 


same man with a taxable income of $4000 


• and one child will find his income tax in- 
' creased 44%, with two children it is in- 


creased 57% and if he has a family of 
five children his increase is 150%. 


• This sort of meddling and muddling 
with our taxing laws, while consistent 
with the past experience of Wisconsin 
with its legislature, is neither just, sen- 
" sible nor constructive, in fact is wild. 


Report is that some of the legislators 


•did not understand what they'were do- 
ing when they made this change. That is 
easily believable and the same observa- 
tion goes for a majority of the things that 
the legislature of Wisconsin has been do- 
ing. It is estimated that this change in 
the law will increase the income of the 
state by more than a million dollars. But 
making alterations in important laws in 
this haphazard manner never gets the 
government anywhere, decreases the re- 
spect and confidence of the 
people in 


; their government, as though the making 


of laws was based upon the certainty of a 
throw of the dice. 


It does no good to say that a blunder 


has been made. An error here or there in 
any human institution is easily forgivable 
but the number that has occurred with 
the Wisconsin legislature is rising to a 
staggering figure. The taxpayer 
who 


finds himself thus forced to pay a con- 
$iderable increase of tax without any ap- 
parent reason for the change is the per- 
son however who is responsible for these

LIVES FOR. WATER 


Los Angeles' desperate quest for water 


has had its first major tragedy. 
Some 


hundreds of lives are forfeit to a dam wall 
failure at one of the reservoirs in a sys- 
tem which reaches two hundred fifty 
miles north across mountain and desert 
to the Owens river valley,, supplying 
enough water for two million people. 


Repeatedly this aqueduct line has been 


dynamited by ranchers objecting to city 
use of water which might be applied to 
irrigation. No doubt the difficulties en- 
countered by Los Angeles will be in- 
creased by the bursting of the St. Fran- 
cis dam and ensuing catastrophe. Perhaps 
additional opposition will be created for 
a still greater Los Angeles water project 
—the scheme to pipe enough water from 
a federal dam at Boulder on the Colorado 
river to raise Los Angeles' potential de- 
velopment to a population of seven and 
a half millions. 


This indomitable city cannot in all 


probability be blamed in any just way 
for the tragedy. 
No doubt every en- 


gineering precaution was ordered by Los- 
Angeles in planning the dam. Certainly 
its attempt to serve its population and 
provide for future growth is natural and 
inevitable. New York, reaching into the 
Catskills,' and countless other communi- 
ties from Rome's time on have utilized 
the same methods. But growing compli- 
cations arise. Outsiders-, affected by the 
taking of water, are inquiring as to its 
waste. The great lakes states have forced 
metering of Chicago water. Potential ag- 
ricultural or hydroelectric areas are in- 
creasingly protesting. 


The California'tragedy will add fuel to 


protests, some fair and many mistaken, 
against the alleged right of cities to boom 
themselves to a point which requires the 
taking of water from watersheds removed 
by hundreds of miles—or even by the 
breadth of states. And particularly, as in 
the case of Los Angeles, when the ser- 
vice of water carries with it a profitable 
sideline in the way of power development. 


ALFRED ALOYSUS SMITH 


Alfred Aloysus Smith does not sound 


like a very poetic name but it belongs to 
a man with a colorful history, with whom 
fortune played its fickle game and of 
whom it almost made a jest in life until 
he arrived past the age of three score 
years and ten, whereat fortune changed 
its tune and poured wealth into his lap. 


Smith is the right name of the man 


who is reaping notoriety as the hero of 
"Trader Horn", an unusual book telling 
an unusual story, whose origin happened 
in a most unusual way. It all sounds like 
a bit of a fairy tale, and to Smith himself 
it must seem most unreal. 


His seventy-third birthday found him 


a peddler in South Africa, after spending 
his best years and most of his life on that 
continent of mystery and savagry. 
He 


happened to walk up to the front door 
of a writer and he tried to sell her a 
kitchen utensil. She was attracted by his 
invariable good humor and his homely 
philosophy, and under her directing hand 
he wrote the history of his sixty years ex- 
perience \vith cannibal and pigmy, with 
elephant and gorilla. When the book was 
printed it took like wild fire, -its sales 
mounting into the tens of thousands. 
Last week Mr. Smith landed at New 
York to make a tour of the country that, 
received his literary efforts so -favorably, 
efforts that yield him now $4,000 a week 
income. 


Not only are "Judy O'Grady and the 


Colonel's lady sisters under the skin," but 
the step from peddling hardware in the 
meager fields of South Africa to affluence 
is a very short step when fortune has one 
by the hand. 


Mr. Smith with his book conies at a 


welcome time when the market has been 
flooded with altogether too much salaci- 
ous literature making a bid to tastes 
much too highly seasoned. His success is 
good evidence that the public still enjoys 
and much prefers tales that are clean and 
simple concerning lives that are hardy 
but honest. Mr. Smith deserves his good 
fortune.

t is gratifying to note that it was a medical man 
who testified to. this effect. All this pomp and cere- 
money is ridiculous. If we wish to know whether 
his man is insane we should send him to the psy- 
hopathic ward. Why heap the expense of this 
urlesque legal inquiry on the shoulders of the tax- 
>ayers of this state? 


Politics, doctor, politics. It is fairly obvious that 
ou and your friends have no political ambitions, 
eek no political jobs, share no plunder of office. 
If the culprit in such a case were subject to the 
rdinary legal provisions for determining the sanity 
r insanity of honest citizens, they might place him 
nder observation in the psychopathic ward or else- 
vhere and rely upon the opinion of two medical 
lienists or experts subject, of course, io the Kane- 
ion or approval of'a judge of a court of record, 
11 men 
presumably honorable, without personal 


rejudice, and not in the pay or friends or enemies 
t the individual whose sanity is under considera- 
ion. But such orderly procedure would not be very 
xciting, nor would it afford spicy entertainment 
or our large moronic leisure class, nor juicy ma- 
erial for headlines in the papers morons buy, nor 
pportunity for criminal lawyers to achieve instant 
istinction, nor a market for medical, expert testi- 


mony. Indeed the minutest details of the thoughts, 
vords or deeds of insane criminals or criminals 
eigning insanity are of the utmost importance for 
ie mental development of the youth of this coun- 
ry, and this would be snatched away if such a 
risoner were treated as an ordinary honest cit- 
zen.The medical conception of insanity, as I pointed 
ut here the other day, is not the same as the legal 
onception. Many people who are medically insane 
re perfectly competent to conduct their own af- 
airs and know right from wrong, so that they are 
igally sane. Then, too, there are at least twenty 


million morons in the country—adults whose mental 
opacity is that of a normal child from 8 to 12 years 
f age—and a shrewd criminal lawyer might con- 
rince almost any jury (which would probably in- 
lude at least one or two morons) that a culprit 
with such limited intelligence could not know that 
his act was wronsr. This is just another instance 
if the difference between the doctor's and the law- 
•er's view of the question of responsibility. Not 
hat morons are morally worse than people of nor- 
mal intelligence. A child 12 years of age is not 
necessarily wicked or depraved unless led astray by 
>ersons or environment of evil character. Unques- 
ionably such exhibitions as the Hickman trial play 
lavoc with the minds of many otherwise harmless 
morons everywhere. "We ought to think of that 
when we are staging such revolting affairs. 


Not only medical expert testimony b.ut' all other 


partisan expert testimony, under hire by one side 
»r the other, should be abolished from court pro- 
cedure. The fair name of justice demands that such 
estimony come from a disinterested, unbiased ex- 
pert or experts who shall have no more motive than 
he court itself for favoring either side.

made his reputation here, was flatly 
efused by two old and distinguished 
douses. It was- then sent to the pub- 
isher who has since made a hit with 
t but he was not Interested In It. 
!n fact, the book was allowed to lie 


untouched In the office safe for-three 
months. 


Except for a bit of pure 
luck it 


would in due time have been return- 
ed to the author and the chances are 
that today Herr Hudwig

Of Indians, Scientists Say 


Washington—OP)—The white man's 


diseases, his unfamiliar forms of dis- 
sipation and his firearms were 
the 


principal causes of the decline of the 
Indian race on the American conti- 
nent north of Mexico. 


This is the burden of the first com- 


prehensive scientific study of the ab- 
original population of America, un- 
dertaken about a quarter century ago 
by the late James Mooney for 
the 


bureau of American ethnology 
and 


just published by the Smithsonian In- 
stitution, as compiled from his manu- 
scripts, notes and tables by James K. 
Swanton of the bureau. 


From an estimated population of 


1,153,000 before the white man came, 
Mr. Mooney's tables 
disclose, the 


aborigines had dwindled by 1907 
to 


about 406,000. Many tribes had passed 
out of existence, others had dropped 
off to a handful of survivors and still 
others had been absorbed by more 
powerful tribes and 
confederations. 


Relatively few showed a numerical in- 
crease, and in almost every instance 
that was attributed 1o the intermix- 
tuie of white or negro blood and the 
absorbtion of smaller or inadequate- 
ly armed neighbors. 


Slave raids, intertribal wars, hope- 


less resistance against the newcom- 
ers, confinement in missions and res- 
ervations, starvation and other de- 
velopments incidental to the 
white 


man's progress added to the ravages 
of his vices and diseases, of which 
smallpox was the most destructive, in 
the process of bringing down the red 
man, 
Mr. Mooney found.' DiscustJ 


Hie fate of the numerous tribes in the 
gulf states region, he told how, in the 
period between 1690 and 171.0, which 
embraced a great smollpox epidemic, 
"slave raids organized by the English 
of Carolina were very destructive of 
Indian life, the Chickasaw and Creeks, 


armed with guns furnished for the 
purpose, being the principal agents in 
the destruction." 


In California he found the causes of 


decrease to include widely prevalent 
infanticide among the 
Mission 
In- 


dians from 1769 to 1834 and "whole- 
sale massacres, clearances, and rob- 
beries of food stores by 
American 


miners and settlers from 1849 to the 
close of the Modoc war in 1873, to- 
gether with the general demoraliza- 
tion consequent upon association of 
the two races." 


Within 20 years after the Russians 


settled in Alaska, the Aleuts had been 
reduced at least one-half, he estimat- 
ed and the number continued to de- 
cline until the Russian government 
interfered for their protection shortly 
before 1800.

The license is of different 
color 


than the regular drivers' licenses and 
they are of no value after the driver 
has reached the age of 16. Minors to 
whom such licenses are issued may 
drive an automobile owned by either 
his parents or his guardian. He may 
drive fiom 30 minutes before sunrise 
until 30 minutes after sunset and is 
prohibited from driving a motorcycle, 
commercial truck, motor bus or taxi- 
cab. Parents of guardians of the min- 
or ate responsible for any 
damage 


growing out of the negligent driving 
of the minor licensee.

mend a license for a child under 16 
unless he has appeared 
before

judge with his parents or guardian, 
and satisfied the judge that he is 
more than 14 years of age, that he is 
able to handle a car and that he 
knows the rules of the road.

GERMAN UNIVERSITIES 


Berlin— OW —German universities 


are becoming alarmed at the apparent 
reluctance of foreign students to come 
to this country, which was once the 
spiritual home of thousands of young 
men in search of learning. 


Americans especially are becoming 


scarce: a fact which is much regret- 
ted here. Thirty .years ago 20 percent 
of all young Americans who 
went 


abroad to study came to Germany. 
i<fow 'Goettigen and Heidelberg know 
them no more—certainly not to the ex- 
tent of former times. 
It is true, of course, that opportuni- 


ties.for study at home universities in 
the United States have gro'wn enor- 
mously of late years, but it is equally 
tr,ue that American students since the 
war' have gone in increasing numbers 
to'England and France. 


'It? is estimated that 10,000 Chinese 
students are receiving their university 
training abroad, mostly in the United 
StSj&es. Russians, who were very nu- 
merous here before the war, now pre- 
fer Paris or Prague. 
Scandinavian and Balkan students 


alone have remained, more or less 
fafthful to German high schools.

Yank Troops Got Baptism Of Fire In Front 


Line Trenches Of World War 10 Years Ago 


Amiens, France, — Tea years ago 


today began the battle In which the 
first American troops participated in 
the front line tenches in the 
-world 


ar. 
On March' 21;-1918, Field Marshal 


Von Hindenburg of Germany hurled 
at the allies on the Somme front the 
gray hordes he had been assembling 
all winter, in a" mighty effort to strike 
a decisive blow before the 
United 


States could assemble enough forces 
to be of material aid to the allied 
cause. 
Five days later, on March 26, with 


British reserves all but exhausted, a 
small force of American doughboys, 
who had been working on bridges he- 
hind the British 
lines, 
exchanged 


their shovels for bayonets and hand 
grenades and became the first Amer- 
ican troops to fight shoulder to shoul- 
der with the British and French in 
the front lines. 
They were a part of the Sixth (J. 
s. Engineers and the Twelfth and 
Fourteenth Railway Engineers. With 
parts of the Seventeenth, Twenty-sec- 
ond, 
Twenty-eighth and 
One Hun- 
dred Forty-eighth IT. S. aero squad- 
rons, they made up the American re- 
presentation in this major engage- 
ment of the war. 
The'German offensive on the Som- 


me opened at 5 o'clock in the morn- 
ing with a stealthy gas attack, quick- 
ly followed by the roar of heavy artil- 
lery. Field Marshall 
Haig had not 


learned until the last of 
February 


that the push was to be toward 
Amiens, a throbbing railway center 
back of the British lines, and there 
were few reinforcements at hand. 


The green American boys heard the 


beginning of the German barrage, the 
booming which gradually grew into a 
roar. -They saw the few British re- 
serves picked up and carried forward. 


Ludendorf and Von Hindenburg had 


planned the Somme offensive all win- 
der. They had reorganized the German 
army and its tactical methods toward 
speed and mobility, moved their ar- 
mies from the Russian and Italian 
fronts, and massed huge stacks of am- 
munition and supplies for a surprise 
move which they hoped would prove 


"decisive blow. 
Von Hindenburg was striving des- 


perately to hold the advantage he had 
gained. He knew that the advent of 
American 
troops, 
swarming 
into 


Fiance in rapidly increasing num- 
bers, would destroy it. There was no 
time for additional preparation. He 
decided the blow should fall 1n the 
area between Arras and LaFere in 
an attempt to take Amiens, which 
would probably Involve the loss of ev- 
erything north of the Somme river for 
the allies and would separate the Brit- 
ish and French armies. 
The German machine ploughed for- 


ward, the infantry advancing behind 
the unceasing curtain of artillery fire. 
The success in the north was not 
marked, but farther south the Ger- 
man Eighteenth army gained sis kilo- 
meters west of St. Quentin. On March 
22 the advance gained momentum as 
the German general staff threw the 
bulk of its strength to the south. The 
next day the Eighteenth army crossed 
the Somme at Ham. It 
was now 


charged with the major mission of 
separating the French 
and British 


forces and concentrating the push 
against Amiens. 
At this juncture Von Hindenburg 


decided to deal his master stroke, hop 
ing to impair the 
morale 
of 
the 


French by demoralizing Paris. He op- 
ened fire on the French capital with 
giant long range cannons, big Krupp 
guns which had been placed secretly 
in the vicinity of Crepy. Twenty-seV' 
en monster shells were sent into the 
French capital from the unheard of 
distance of 78.4 miles. 
In the meantime the British were 


becoming exhausted. Reserves were 
badly needed. On March 26 a force of 
rcseive troops was assembled from 
the lines of communication, casuals of 
all description and 
stragglers. The 


raw American troops were drawn into 
this group, which was placed under 
the command of General Carey and 
constituted the British Fifth army. 


Carey's force took up the key pos- 


ition between Ham el and Marcelcave 
and held the line for days against a 
withering attack, thereby saving to 
the allies the area at Villers-Breton- 
iieux preventing the 
German ar- 


tillery fire from controlling Amiens 
and its Vital railway network effec 
tively. 


The turning point came on March 


28. The German onslaught lost mo 
mentum and its leaders found it in 
crcasingly difficult to bring up sup

Lindbergh once more emerged from 
private pursuits at his nation's call— 
this time to receive the symbol of its 
homage. 


President Coohdge 
presented 
the 


>oung Argonaut 
with the congres- 


sional medal of honor, the highest 
award of the United States, voted to 
him by congress last December, at 
noon today. 


The presentation took place in the 


presence of high army, 
navy and 


marine officers and government offi- 
cials. 


The ceremony 
took 
only a few 


minutes. Mr. 
Coolidge said a few 


words in his private 
office 
in the 


presence of the company, posed out- 
side in the garden for the photogra- 
phers and then permitted the aviator 
to return to his much sought seclu- 
sion. 


Perhaps few in the company will re- 


call that it was just ten months ago 
that the courageous youth hopped off 
alone from Roosevelt Field, N. Y., on 
the unmarked trail to Paris. 


"Winging eastward from the Pacific 


Coast, with onlyt one stop, Lindbergh 
had suddenly emerged as a serious 
contender for the trans-Atlantic hon- 
ors. Commander Richard E. Byrd and 
Clarence D. Chamberlin had been wait- 
ing for days for favorable weather. 
Many thought the St. Louis flier fool- 
hardy. His plane had but one motor, 
no radio, no navigator and many dis- 
missed lightly his chances as a con- 
tender In the New Tork-to-Paris air 
race for the $25,000 prize of Raymond 
Orteig. 


Shortly after midnight 
May 
20, 


came word that Lindbergh was pre- 
paring to go. At 2:30 a. m. he was out 
of bed. It was raining at the field. 
Lindbergh 
ordered the plane fueled 


and saw that his week's 
supply of 


emergency army rations was aboard. 
Satisfied that all was in order, 
he 


studied weather charts and' played 
aimlessly xiith a stray kitten. At 7;30 
a. m. he donned his flying 
suit, 


climbed into the cockpit of the plane 
he had named 
"The Spirit 
of 
St. 


Louis." and began to warm up the 
motor. Chamberlin and Byrd wished 
him luck. A few minutes before 
8 


o'clock, his ship 
labored 
into the 


muggy air with its nose toward Paris 


Reports of Lindbergh's 
progress 


came intermittently throughout 
the 


day and night. He had passed Halifax, 
Newfoundland and was over the Atlan- 
tic. A ship wirelessed he had been 
sighted 500 miles off the Irish coast. 
Another at 100 miles. He had passed 
over Ireland, over Bayeaux, France, 
over Cherbourg. 


Finally, at 10 p m. May 21 (Paris 


time) it was evident the flier was near- 
ing Le Bourget. 
A crowd of more 


than 25,000 was listening intently for. 
the drone of the moto'r that-would in- 
dicate his coming. 
A lew minutes 


later it was heard. An object flashed 
across one of the lights from the field.

The field attend- 
ants worked the 
lights 
frantically. 


There 
it was:

Louis" circled the field twice, nossed 
down and came to rest in the midst of 
a shouting, surging, milling, hyster- 
ical crowd. 


Lindbergh's safe arrival was 
re- 


ported in America at 5:21 p. m. East- 
ern standard time. Bunting and flags 
appeared as if my magic on even- 
Main street. 
Crowds danced, sung 


and shouted.

ton, Chicago, San Francisco and 
St

and relief. 


The young man was a world hero.
